4. To the resonant systems (series coil and capacitor on 80 meters 
and the series coil and shunt capacitor on 40 meters) I added 
approximately 10 feet of junkbox 50 ohm coaxial cable feedline 
between the SWR bridge and the tuner to see if adding length to 
the feedline would alter the measured SWR. 

Here, I think, you may have let your propensity for saving the 

venerable and old get in the way of the experiment: this "junkbox" 

coax ought NOT be assumed to exhibit 50 ohms impedance, as it is not 

"fresh" coax, nor has it been "swept" so that its character is known.

That is disturbed the SWR of the *SYSTEM* is not particularly 
remarkable, and given the nature of coaxial feedlines, it is not at 
all surprising that the overall impedance would change with the 
additional 10' lenght installed. 


Your original hypothesis was sound: that when maximum power was 
transferred, the match must definitionally be best. I believe that is 


so for entirely theoretical *OR*x practical reasons... if it were NOT 
so, then the SWR bridge would not be incorporated into most tuners. 
Nor would all the various myths have sprung up about SWR... it is 


exactly the myth of SWR that has feed the misinformation mill and 
turned people to worrying about things that don't matter (SWR) when 
the focus should indeed be on radiated power or field strength. 


Maxwell xdesigned* an antenna to operate at an SWR of about 4.5:1 and 
this antenna radiated about 92% (this is from memory and my gray stuff 
has been on the fritz lately ;%) of the energy introduced into the 
system. 


Read "Reflections" if you want more... and a few of the "BoatAnchor" 
vintage antenna books... people still say "I'll try ladder line to 
feed my dipole. Shucks, if it doesn't work, I can always go to coax."

> 4. As was suspected, the peak in field strength and the dip in reflected 
> power (and peak in forward power also, but I did not want to make any 
> case about that) coincided exactly. 

Exactly as logic would have it... 


> 5. The use of a null length feedline between the rig and the tuner 

> did not introduce any variables into the practical application of 
> the methods to match end fed wire antennas. 

I believe the variables introduced by the unknown impedance feedline 
make your conclusion correct: there was no real practical impact from 
using a 10% longer feedline based upon the feedline length itself. 

That the system impedance changed with the additional feedline is not 
surprising, and most probably not at all related to length of the 
segment, except as any additional length introduced more feedline loss 
and impedance "bumps"

Make certain that the voice coil didn't "just" jump out and jam on 
the face of the magnet's centre pole ! If this is the case a bit of 
carefull manipulation can put things right. 

Big speakers are actually not too bad to redo. Remember that your 
only other option is to toss it out, so you have nothing to loose by 
trying to repair it. Having good manual dexterity and a knack for 
detail work is an asset (ie: a model builders skills ). So, once you 
have determined that the problem is internal( voice coil ) and you want 
to take matters further; 


1 - paint an alignment line from the cone edge over the suspension and 
onto the basket so that you can line everything up on reassemble. 
2 - do the same to the spider 


3 - unsolder the voice coil leads from the tab on the basket 

4 - using a razor blade or an exacto knife cut all around the 
suspension as close to the basket as possible to free up the wide end 
of the cone 

5 - do the same where the spider meets the basket 

6 - lift the cone and voice coil assemble out ( carefull here, if the 
coil has come apart you may snag things and damage the voice coil form 
). Examine it, you may be able to fix a short or bridge an open and 
reassemble at this point. 

7 - get a dowel rod that just fits inside the voice coil ( light 
friction fit) and insert it. Handle the voice coil/cone assembly by 
this if at all possible. It will also keep the voice coil form from 
collapsing when you rewind it. 

8 - carefully unwind the voice coil and noteing how long it is, how 
many layers, and how many turns and direction of winding ( ie: 
clockwise from front ) 

9 - obtain some replacement wire of the same OUTSIDE diameter ( note 
that depending on the particular enamel insulation, the same wire gauge 
may have differing insulation thickness) 

10 - rewind the coil one layer at a time ( remember to solder it to the 
braided leadouts !), use Q-dope to hold it to the voice coil form, and 
to also hold it togeter. Do not overdo it on the Q-Dope on the outside 
layer. If you make it too thick it will not fit back in 

11 - reasseble, using the alignment marks. 

12 - with the speaker sitting cone up, everything should be sitting 
pretty much lined up with where you cut it free 

13 - use contact cement and a fine artist brush to glue the suspensiion 
back together ( I have asumed a foam suspension ) 

14 - use silicon RTV to put a fillet around the spider where it 
contacts the basket, again a small artists brush is used. 

15 - solder the leads back to the tab 

16 - let the glues dry 

17 - test it 


Note 


a - it take a bit of skill ( not a lot ) 

b - you MUST be patient 

c - you will not be able to use it at 100% of full power, the Q-Dope 
will not take the same sort of heat as the original epoxy on the voice 
coil did, nor will the RTV on the spider take a full stress forward 
excursion 

d - it will be workable 


I have done 4 speakers in this manner. They have been working fine 
for the last 2 years with no complaints from the owners.

I use shims between the pole piece and the voice coil to align it during 
glueing. The shims can be cut from thin flexible plastic such as photocopy 
transparencies. Use as many shims as required for a snug fit. Obviously, the 
dust cover is not glued back on until after the shims are removed.

Re. calibrating crystals for LM and BC-221; 


I'm afraid I can't help there. My TCS outfit includes an LM-23 with shock 
mount, but when I got it the beast had a bad crystal (wouldn't zero). I wound 


up pulling the rock from the worn out unit as a substitute. 


I'm also using a BC-221H here, and when I got it this one had the SAME prob- 
lem (and the extra crystal in the spare tube compartment was already gone). I 
lucked out and came up with a water damaged BC-221 whose crystal zeroed in the 
good unit, even tho the corroded crystal looks like hell. 


It's interesting that LMs and BC-221s all seem to have this same problem 
nowadays. I've gotta wonder how these crystals were etched; they seem to be 
ageing with use to the point that they're too far off to zero. 


I've tried replacing them with more modern 1 MHz crystals but without much 
luck; the holder capacitance must be vastly different, because the modern ones 
don't zero either! 


At least LMs and BC-221s are cheap when they show up at hamfests; I think 
the last one I bought cost me like $2.00. Everyone asks me why I want the silly 
things, since counters are so much more accurate. I usually ask ‘em when was 
the last time they used a counter as a signal generator, or transmitter keying 
monitor!

Older rigs of commercial manufacure almost always had the bandswitch or 

band markings somewhere on the pi-network tanks so that the mistuning should 
not be a problem.

Several days ago in the thread, the efficacy of using an older tube rig with 
a pi-network was mentioned.

The wide adjustment range can potentially get you into trouble, particularly 
if you just tune for maximum reading on an untuned field strength meter. Back 
in my novice days (WV2MES - what a call sign!), I had a great rig built from 
the RAH that used two 1614's in parallel for the final, and it had the usual 
pi net output. 


Most home built rigs will easily tune to the second harmonic with a 
fundamental coil, so care does need to be taken with homebrew rigs and 
pi-net plate tanks or standard plate tank circuits (usually link coupled). 


VVVV WV 


I bought an 80 meter novice crystal at the local Almo Radio and proceeded to 
tune up into a wire about 70 feet long. The field strength on my untuned field 
strength meter was easy to peak. I listened on the band for a CQ that wasn't 
too fast and nervously replied -- no luck. 


On a home built rig, I can easily see how this could happen, especially 
with a newbie (but we all did that kind of thing back then).

For the next week or so, I called other stations and CQ until my keying hand 
was numb, with only a marginal contact with someone less than 5 miles away. 
Then the "QSLs" started rolling in! I got 00 notices from all over the east 
coast and even a dreaded FCC pink slip from California. They all heard me 
transmitting on 7400 KHz, the out-of-band second harmonic of where I wanted to 
be. 


A local Elmer guided me toward a Lafayette Radio store and suggested I buy one 
of their tuned field strength meters. When I did, making sure that the 
strongest signal was on 80 meters, things worked out much better - I worked 
lots of stuff on 80 and got no more wallpaper for my spurious output. 


The moral of the story is, if you use a rig that has a wide range output 
tuning network to feed a non-resonant antenna, make sure that you are "putting 
out" where you want to be.

Tuned field strength meters are the best way to go with older rigs that are 
not clearly marked or that have the capability for easy 2nd harmonic tuning. 
On modern rigs with bandpass output, that is not much of a problem anymore. 


But, on all homebrew rigs (unless clearly marked and properly designed 

kits that won't 2nd harmonic you to pieces), take care to use a good digital 
frequency meter (good for picking up the output frequency of the antenna) 
AND a good tuned field strength meter (or tuned monitor --- all hams use 
monitors with older gear, right ----- D????). 


These tuned field strength meters often show up at hamfests, for good 
prices, because folks don't know what they are or how to use them. 
That can make them the bargain of the day.....

If you don't mind shelling out the bucks, I would recommend you get a 
relatively good counter. They can often be hand in the 100-200 dollar 
range. Sometimes mil-spec stuff can be gotten at large hamfests for 

50-75 dollars. If you don't mind using boatanchors, there are lots of 
good HP or NLS counters using the binary 10-light dials or the nixie tubes 
that are often good to 10 mhz or higher with a one chip prescaler. Long 
ago in my novice days I used a 100khz hp counter with a divide by 100 
prescaler which worked great for all my boatanchors. 


One can make one using decade counters in the manner of the ancient 

radio shack kounter kit from about 15 years ago. It was a fairly 

simple and neat 5 digit counter that worked relatively well, for ratshack 
stuff in pcb-kit form. I built one, and have kicked my hind-end for 
selling it for a steal to another ham, whilst I kept the boatanchor 
military counters running.

Greetings, Troops! 


A couple of months back I spoke loud and long about the T2FD antenna. One 
of the bottlenecks I spoke of was a reasonably priced source of high wattage 
noninductive terminating resistors for same. We may have a breakthrough. 


In the Fair Radio catalogue (page 29) I happened to spot a lightning arres- 
tor (unused surplus) from an outfit called Andrews (not to be confused, I don't 
think, with the Andrew Corporation, which makes communication and broadcast 
antenna components). The catalogue said that the arrester has a noninductive 
625 ohm resistor on it. I immediately ordered, hoping there was a big, fat 
Carborundum Corporation Globar product there. Close, but not quite. 


What I got was a big, beautifully made ceramic end insulator with some 
fittings and a glass encased Sprague noninductive wire wound resistor attached. 
I am still trying to find some documentation on the resistor rating, but I'd 
guess it to be AT LEAST 100 watts; one unit arrived broken, and I was able to 
get a look at the resistor element. BTW, a phone call to Fair re. the broken 
unit quickly got a promise of shipment of a replacement. 


In addition to being a lightning arrester, this gizmo seems to double as a 
termination for a number of different antenna types, like rhombic, vertical 
half rhombic, Beverage, etc. The termination resistor, in some applications, 
also provides a path for static drain to ground, which in itself probably helps 
reduce the likelihood of a strike. 


If anybody out there needs lots of noninductive dissipation watts, lemme say 
that this is the least expensive route I've seen so far, and I've been looking 
for quite awhile; at 15 bucks the resistor itself is a good bargain. Besides, 
the ceramic end insulator looks heavy enough to handle #8 or #10 wire with no 
sweat. Good deal all around. 


BTW, if you need a noninductive resistor for above 30 MHz, I'd say this is 


NOT what you want; wire wound noninductives don't usually perform too well on 
VHF. 


On another front, I'm experimenting with another noninductive resistor 
source. 


A buddy of mine is a motion picture projectionist, and he's promised to 
get me some projector arc lamp carbons to experiment with. The way he descr- 
ibes them, they're about 3/8" in diameter, about 6" long, solid carbon, and 
copper clad. 


If my guess is right, this thing will make a high wattage resistor whose 
resistance at the ends can be varied by etching the copper coating off of the 
middle! 

I'll keep my fellow boatanchorites informed on this one!

Whenever I am first checking out a new (to me) transmitter on the test 
bench, I sample the RF output on my scope - usually by just sticking a 
scope probe (with ground clip forming a loop) somewhere on the bench 
near the output section - this tells me 

a) I've tuned up on the right freq 

b) I haven't got parasitics 

c) Modulator is working OK 


As I check out the xmtr on all bands I create a 3x5 file card showing 
control settings for typical frequencies - and keep that with the rig 
when operating to put me in the ball park whenever I change bands. 


So last weekend I'm looking at this great 92 MC signal in the ether near 
a Ranger II. Hmm, no neutralization cap in this design so it must be 
something wrong with the "self-neutralization" - What can go wrong with a 
parasitic choke (typical 5 turns around a 100 ohm 2W resistor in the 
plate lead) anyway ? Oh I see, someone put a 1000 ohm resistor here 


at some time in the past !!

Along the lines of what's just been posted, I just read in one of my 
older books that when adjusting C in your tuner you will (of course) 
see two peaks in the power output; the author went on to say choose 
the peak in which the capacitor is most fully meshed, for this will 
be the true output freq, not the harmonic that you're tuning to. 


VVVVV VV 


This is because some tuner designs (or in reality most) can, if sufficient 
capacitance is present tune to two bands easily (e.g., 80 meters and 40 
meters). This means that if one does not understand what his tuner is 
doing, and how to properly tune it, it is quite possible that the 

second harmonic may be tuned rather than the fundamental. On modern 

rigs with bandpass filtering that is not much of a problem. On older 

rigs with PI-networks or standard tuned plate tanks coupled with links 

or other coupling means, you can easily tune the second harmonic which 

may be way out of band. 


To tell you the truth, I've never bothered to look at which peak 
provided the fullest mesh. I know that one peak sounds 

good on my revr and the other sounds rotten - so I choose the 
better sounding one. 


VV VV WV 


Recommendation for tuning --- always start at full mesh for any capacitors 
and tune up any coils first with full capacitor mesh, THEN fine tune with 

the variables up in frequency or up in coupling from full mesh. The only 

exceptions from this may be when you are on 20/15/10 meters and full mesh 

is way too much capacitance in some tuner designs. Then you need to judge 
how much capacitance is appropriate to start with, accordingly.
